PEOPLE OF SAN FRANCISCO ARE 
HARD HIT. 


They Pay More for Protection 
Than Residents of New York, Chi- 
cago and Boston. Combined, Ac- 
cording to Mayor Rolph's Figures. 
Relief Promised by Underwriters.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, Oct. 4.-—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Substantial reductions in 
Insurance rates throughout the city 
were demanded and promised this 
afternoon at a conference between 
Mayor Rolph and other city officials 
and members of the Fire Under- 
writers of the Pacific Coast. The city 
demanded that the rates be reduced 
to the level of those charged in 1905 
and the underwriters decided to con- 
sider the matter in such a way as to 
make the reduction as near that 
figure as possible. They pointed out, 
however, that there are matters of 
fire protection to be considered be- 
fore the basis for rates can be fixed. 
The insurance companies admitted 
that the rates at present are exces- 
sive and declared they are anxious 
to make reductions as soon as a basis 
of charges can be accepted. 

Some startling figures were brought 
out by Mayor Rolph and others who 
appeared for the city. It was shown 
the profits of the insurance com- 
panies in San Francisco for 1911 
were greater than the profits in New 
York, Boston and Chicago com- 


It was shown that the profits of the 
insurance companies on two and a 
half billion of hazard in those cities, 
was only $608,216, whereas the pro- 
fit in San Francisco on a hazard of 
$320,000,000 was $2,500,000, or four 
and a half times as great.

PUT ROOSEVELT 
ON THE DEFENSIVE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Theodore 
Roosevelt occupied a witness chair for 
three and a half hours today before 
the Senate investigating committee, 
defending his administration, himeelf 
and his campaign associates against 
what he termed “infamous charger 
and “hearsay evidence.” 

He appeared before the committee 
to answer statements made in August 
by John D. Archbold, that the Stand- 
ard Oil Company had given $100,000 
to the Republican campaign fund in 
1904, under the impression that 
President Roosevelt and ap- 
proved acceptance of the contribution. 
Not only did Col. Roosevelt deny this; 
but heput into the formal records of 
the committee a sweeping denial that 
he had ever solicited funds from any 
one while President; that any money 
had been received by the 1904 cam- 
paign committee with any expressed 
or implied promise of favors from the 
administration; that excessive funds 
had been used in his 1904 campaign 
oF in the 9 campaign, or that 
money ever 4 deen improper! 
used in his behalf, “so far as he 
knew.” 

THE HARRIMAN FUND. 


In reference to the Harriman fund 
of $240,000, raised in 1904, Col. 
Roosevelt declared the statements of 
J. P. Morgan, George R. Sheldon and 
others had fully corroborated his 
earlier statements that this fund was 
raised expressly for the New York 
State campaign and had not been 
solicited by him for his own sup- 
port in the fight for election that 
year. 

There was not one word spoken 
by Mr. Harriman or by me having 
any reference to any céllection of 
funds for the national campaign,” 
he said, referring to his interview 
with Mr. Harriman in October, 1904. 
“On the contrary, the request was 
from Mr. Harriman that inasmuch as 
we had ample funds for the national 
campaign, and as the national cam- 
paign was safe, we could help him 
out in the State campaign. 

The sessions of the committee were 
picturesque throughout. Col. Roose- 
velt arrived at the committee- room 
ten minutes before the hour of open- 
ing. His progress into the building 


was rked with cheers from a 
throng surged through the cor- 
ridors. 


ON A PLATFORM. 

Col. Roosevelt was placed in a chair 
on a little square platform, from 
which he looked down upon the table 
at which sat Senators Clapp, Oliver, 
Pomerene and Painter. William Loeb, 
Irn his former private secretary, now 
collector of custome at New York, 
came with him, and occupied a seat 
at his left. The former President 
turned repeatedly to ask Mr. Loeb 
for facts and reeords; and at the 
end of his testimony Mr. Loeb him- 
self took the stand to corroborate the 
statements of “ol. Roosevelt. 

Expressions that brought laughter 
from the committee and spectators 
interspersed the colonels remarke 
throughout the day. Once he said:

“I suggest very strongly,” he said, 
“that these gentiemen be brought im- 
mediately before the committee and 
required to make their statement 
good. I draw very little distinction 
between the iniquity of breaking the 
eighth and breaking the ninth com- 
mandment. Thou shalt not steal,’ is 
one, and “Thou shalt not bear false 
witness against thy neighbor,’ is the 
other, and any man who breaks either 
commandment is guilty of infamy. 

“It Mr. 
can prove assertions, | want to 
know it. If they can't, they should 
not only be required to apologize, but 
they should immediately be driven out 
of public life. That kind of statement 
is an infamy, unless it is absolutely 
based on fact. It is their duty to make 
the accusation, if they know it to be 
true, and it is infamy to make it if 
they don't know it to be true.” 

“I want to call your attention to the 
fact.” Col. Roosevelt said at the out- 
set of the hearing, “that there is no 
testimony against me except in the 
form of hearsay evidence, hearsay 
statements of men who are dead.” 

He took up in succession what he 
termed the “different charges made.” 
As to the Archbold-Standard Oll con- 
tribution of $100,000, Col. Roosevelt 
said he knew nothing of it except the 
report that reached him just before 
he wrote his letter to Chairman Cortel- 
you, October 26, 1904, Instructing him 
to accept. He said he nad been repeat- 
(Aly informed that no contribution 
had been made. 

“Cortelyou told me that.“ he added, 
“and Mr. Bliss told Mr. Loeb that, 
and only the other day Cortelyou in- 
formed me again that he had been 
informed by Mr. Bliss that no such 
contribution had been received.” 

The colonel said he knew nothing 
of $100,000 contributions by J. P. Mor- 
gan or George J. Gould until Mr. Mor- 
gan and George R. Sheldon testified 
before the committe. He knew H. C. 
Frick had contributed heavily, he 
said, and was ready to contribute 
again if it had been desired. 

Col. Roosevelt said he had never 
denied that corporations gave to the 
1904 campaign fund.

Superintendent Gregor, stalled at 
Chitina. is unahle to communicate 
with his repair crews. Labor 
scarce.

MONEY I8- ASKED TO BUILD A 
DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM. 


Within a few months the water of 
the Los Angeles aqueduct will be 
flowing into the San Fernando reser 
voir and the power plant will be 
ready for operation. The Public 
Service Commission is considering 
every available means for financing 
the construction of a power distribut- 
ing stem, und at its last meeting in- 
structed ita president to appeal to the 
City Council for all the financial aid 
within its power, in order that there 
may be no unnecessary delay. This 
letter was sent to the Council yester- 
day. It states: 

“We understand that there is, or 
soon will be, in the emergency fund & 
considerable amount of money. Cer- 
tainly there never has been in the af- 
fairs of the city a greater emergency 
than now exists in regard to the dis- 
tribution of the Owens River water. 

“Without a distributing system. the 
g@queduct will be a burden, not a 
benefit, for only by distributing the 
water can the city obtain a revenue 
from it. 

“Without a water distributing sys- 
tem the power enterprises likewise 
will be a burden, and not a benefit, 
for to generate the power the water 
must run through power plants, and 
it must be used some place or it can- 
not be permitted to flow. 

“We cannot urge you too strongly 
to bear in mind the extreme import- 
ance of this distributing system. Un- 
ti] the distributing system is built the 
$24,500,000 already invested in the 
aqueduct will be earning nothing. If 
work were begun at once the 
tributing system could not be finished 
by the time the aqueduct is com- 
pleted, and every day's delay in start- 
ing the work means a day's loss of 
the revenue that will be derived from 
the sale of surplus water. This loss 
certainly amounts to several thousand 
dollars per day: 
the city should not undertake any 
great new enterprises, and should 
eurtall all other itures as 
much as possible, until the building 
of the distributing system for the sur- 
plus waters of the aqueduct hag been 
fully provided for. 

“The members of this boara are 
strongly in favor of the building of 
the municipal rallway to the harbor. 
and of the general policy of the city's 
taking over all pubiic utilities; but 
these should be taken up 
in order of their importance, and cer-

A few minutes later the scheduled 
convoy hove in sight. 

The woman had her four nete 
children clinging about her skirts, and 
she herself was not in good physical 
condition. Altogether they presented 
an appearance well caiculated to ex-

husband had died two months previ- 
ous somewhere in the interior of San 
Diego county, and that she was try- 
ing to get to her mother in Oregon, 
for her mother would help her to take 
care of the children. The mother had 
sent her money to pay her railway 
fare part way, and she was trying 
to raise the balance. She had just 
arrived in Los Angeles. 

She sald further that she had met 
a woman on the train coming up from 
San Diego who had tickets to some 
point in Nevada, which, however, she 
would not need if she decided to re- 
main in Los Angeles, in which case 
she would giadly turn them over to 
the mother and children, if they 
would be of any use.

It would have been criminal for us 
to refuse to help a woman tn her con- 

tion.” 

Dut she was gone. All that took 
her to the Associated Charities in the 
first place was the fact that she was 
personally conducted there and could 
not refuse the escort without excit- 
ing suspicion.

She went back to get 
it, and, instead of creating disturb- 
ance by knocking, she gently 
open the door and stole in unan- 
nounced. . 

The corpse of the husband was sit- 
ting up, cheerfully counting the 
money. 

A case almost identical with this 
came to the Associated Charities, only 
that in this instance it was a man, a 
negro, who was racked with a man’s 
strong sobs, in spite of his strugsie 
for self-control, as he told of the 
death of the wife of his bosom at 2 
o'clock that morning. 

The assistant secretary was deeply 
moved by his agony of sorrow, but 
training and the need of making as- 
surance doubly sure prompted her to 
detain him at the office while she 
hastily dispatched ah investigator, 
through a private door, to the address 
he gave as home. 

The investigator soon sent in word 
that the wife not only was not dead, 
but was uptown on a shopping tour 
at the time, and that the husband had 
already victimized half a dozen busi- 
ness men by means of his emotional 
acting that day. 

Instances of this sort could be mul- 
tiplied without number, and com- 
ment upon them would be superfluous. 

The pity is, that men and women 
are so much more apt to belleve the 
evil they hear, of either an individual 
or an institution, than they are the 


good. 

They admit the ethical value of an 
organisation which prevents profes- 
sional frauds from preying on the 
kindness of the public, and once in 
a while they concede its practical 
utility. But let some prominent per- 
son make a few sweeping statements, 
full of damaging half-truths, relative 
to the expense of maintaining such 
organizations, and they immediately, 
without investigation for themselves, 
condem all charity soc as costly 
luxuries. 

The best rule is, know your charity 
and find out for yourself what be- 
comes of your money. And remem- 
ber, it is a fact proved beyond ques- 
tion that more than 78 per cent. of 
the money given the Associated Chari- 
tles last year went straight to the

Connection was made by 
laying a sixteen-inch steel pipe line 
from the well along Live Oak avenue, 
north to the conduit. By taking this 
step the company is now in a position 
to supply the foothill frult growers 
with water from well No. 6, as well 
es those in the valley, and at the same 
time avall itself of the use of four 
or five large reservoirs, conveniently 
situated on the higher level for stor- 
age purposes. Then, too, with the add- 
ed facilities for distribution, the pump 
can be kept in operation day and 
night, which is much more economical 
than pumping at intervals. 

Well No. 6, located almost in the 
center of the city proper, has main- 
tained a steady flow of fifty Caltfornia 
miners’ inches since the pump was 
started for the first time five or six 
weeks ago. This fine contribution to 
the supply of water was most 
encouraging to the citrus fruit grow- 
ers, as it represented the difference 
between a shortage sorely felt and 
an abundant supply of as pure water 
as ever flowed from the ground any- 
where. The benefits derived are at 
once apparent in one of the heaviest 
orange and lemon crops now rapidly 
maturing that was ever known im the 
Giendora district.
